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The Fallibility of Man. 


The great fire in Salem, Mass., causing 'the loss of millions 


of dollars worth of property and numerous lives, afiords a 
fresh illustration of the fact that things will happen once in a 
while iir spite of men's best efforts to avert calamity. 
1 he 


story of this latest conflagration has been told by the press and 
is familiar to all. And as in all cases of overwhelming disaster, 
the sympathy of the public is stirred and help for the stricken 
city is pouring in from many sources. 


The builders of cities guard against fire to the best of then- 


ability, and they do well. Modern-water works and equipment 
for fire fighting, with improved methods in the construction 
of buildings, including means of escape for endangered per- 
sons, go far to hold the fire fiend in check and to diminish the 
loss of property and life, but there are times when all preven- 
tive measures fail and the consuming flames rush on and over 
areas supposed to be properly protected, causing untold hard- 
ship and great financial loss. The stories of the great Chicago 
and Baltimore fires, with others of lesser, though large im- 
portance, are fresh in the public mind, and the history of the 
'world from the time the building of cities was begun is spotted 
by the records of distressing conflagrations. 
The story of 


Salem is only another chapter added to. the long and lament- 
able list. 


In olden limes great calamities were attributed to the dis- 


pleasure of God, but in this age there is a disposition to hold 
men responsible, and this is proper, so far as they are respon- 
sible. Yet in times of trouble there'is apt to be undue criticism 
of men and methods, and this is something to be guarded 
against. Criticism has its uses when based on facts and di- 
rected by sound judgment, but nothing'is gained through the 
thoughtless shouting that usually follows any great public 
calamity. 


The wise course is to delect ihc mistakes, if mistakes there 


have been, and to guard against their repetition. In this direc- 
tion lies progress, and that great progress has been made in 
recent years in safeguarding cities from destruction by fire is 
well known. 
It is also well to bear in mind that man is not 


infallible and that in spite of its best efforts the human race 
will be reminded from lime lo time of its limitations. It re- 
mains for communities, like individuals, lo do the best they 
can, and to profit by their mistakes when these are revealed 
through catastrophe or in other ways.

Harrison's landing on the James Riv- 
er July, ISCS. 
The men who respond- 


ed to this call were fully aware that

vation of the Union had hardly more 
than begun. Comrade Prime was mus-
